It is a good thing to have the attention of the country directed to 
the ethical side of wealth, to the methods employed in acquiring it. 
and to the effect of these method- upon the well-being of the people, 
It i- B good thing to have a point of conscience raised as to the right 
of a man to give away money which he has wrongfully obtained, and 
to the right of an individual or institution to receive stolen or fraud- 
ulent wealth. For In answering the question whether our churches 
or institution- of learning -hall beoome 1 'fences, n the receivers of 
stolen yood-. bring- vividly to the mind- and con-cionces of the peo- 
ple the fact that the only wealth worth having is that wealth which is 
the product of honest industry. And when men who have acquired 
greet wealth by dishonest practices und selti-h method- find that they 
cannot even give away their BBOOej, and that their riches bear the 
stamp of public odium, there will be less eagerness to get rich quick 
by ways that do not square with sound principle. 

In thi- country we me accustomed to a-k not what a man is, but 
what he doe-: not who were hi- ancestor-, but w hat he has himself 
achieved. Let as oarfj tbi« a little further, and get into the habit of 
inquiring not BOW much a man is worth, but how he has acquired his 
money. Then there will be a more w holesome public opinion on the 
subject of wealth.

These figures are furnished hy a man 
who works nt night and Bleeps— or tries 
to sleep— by dny and whose bedroom 
window opens out upon a flat building 
In course of erection.
